There is in oll of us, perhaps not to ovr eredit, a cesiro to 
claim the blood of the great mid ie moor orot. ci wo siero tir tho 
great cvents of the pest. “Were wo Able, in the insetent case, ‘to 
docunient the tradition that Rachel Quee was descended from 'illheln 
Rittenhouse, then ve would be able to clain doscont fron practically 
all the royal families of Europe, then oxtant, This may be an un- 
American thovght, but it docs féced our ego, 

A more cortiendablo desire, which tends to promote this study, 
is to sceck m:ong our forcbears a paragon of virtuc, intelligence 
and other desirchble hunan traits, whom we may strive to emulate in 
our oim self develcpricnt, 

Agoin, the research necessary ‘to find and arrange the miterial 
ror o roamily “tree, or an integrated fanily history, is a challenge 
to our intelligonec, diligence and perseverance, ‘Yo many who are 
interested it is far nore satisfying to fill in the missing names 
and dates than it is to solve the nost difficnlt cross word puzzle, 

Finally, there is the fascination of history itself, For 
history, as wo lmow it, consists noinly of « record of the activit® 


ies of nan, It serves as a guide to the future for ve know full 
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well that which man has done he can, and probably will, do agnin, 
The history of a cormunity or a nation is but the summation of the 
histories of the mon and women who constitute it. Fortunately, 


while man is expendible or perishable, mrterially speaking, the

together the events constituting tho history of the cormunity or 
the nation, 

When Jokn Waddell rebolled against the Churc!: of England, 
joined with other Highland formilies in fighting the english kings, 
flod' todfmerica and’ cstablishod a family and 1. hone in the most. 
far flung cf the colonial fronticrs, and then fought off Indiws 
and endured manifold hardships to rear tht fariily aed protect 
his hone, he deserves cur greatest respect and admiration. Wren 
Seth Vacdell followed in the footsteps of his fatver, in his om 
eccecctric way, ond in that cecentricity wos coreless in observing 
the closcd scason for shooiing Indinns, or was maybo too assidious 
in his pursuit of the sport of kings, he, like his father, vas a 


man onong men anc was making bistory.

John Waddell or Waddill, the immigrant, was born in Donegal County, near 
Londonderry, Ireland, on or before 1736, (1) His parents were Scottish people 
who had settled in Northerr Irelend and were what is mown in this country as 
Scotch-Irish, 

Our Waddells were an old family in Scotland, believed to have hed their 
own armorial bearings and are said to have been identified with or related to 
the Clan ifcLean,(2) Highlanders, who had holdings on the Island of “ull and in 
the adjacent mountainous district of western Scotland, 

It is traditional that the Waddclls were involved in the religious wars 
of the time (1)(6) and that they joined with the iicLeans (3) in supvorting 
"Ronnie Prince Charlic" in his fight for the English throne, In the beginn- 
ing, the Stuart forces swept cverything before them but it developed that their 
style of fighting was not adapted to the lowlands and they were soundly whipped 
at the Battle of Culloden in 1745 (2). This was one of the bloodiest battles 
of all time, considering the numbers involved, rnd for the first time the 
power of the Highlanders was broken. A number of Waddells perished. (1)(2). 

John Waddell died on July 4, 1627 at wiich time he was said to have been 
91 years of age.(3). John is said to have fought in the Enattle of Culloden 
and fled to America for refuge afterwards with some of the NeLeans,(3) because 
the English, after this bettile, tricd to extcrninate the Highlanders, It does 
not scom that John would ave borne arms at the age of nine renrs but, since 
some whole familics fought together, it is not impossible, Other authoritics 
(S) claim that Jolin was 167 yoars old at the time of his denth, a statement we 
find hard to accept. Onc of John's grand-sons (".) did, however, beltevo this 
to bo correct, In that ense, it is probtble that ho did teke part in tre 


battle. 
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There are several -stories of John's flight to America but o11 are in 
agreenent that he came at an carly age, One plausible story vas that he had 
an uncle coming to Amcrica end that he was mucl: amprogsed by this fact, One 
evening he was sent out to drive the cows home and, scoing a ship ih the har- 
bor, he managed to stow away.(4) When the ship had been at sea cbout three 
days he was discovered ond dragged forth in a half-starved condition 2nd pre=- 
sumedly made to work for his passage, Other storics (2) indicate that he had 
brothers in Amorica whese whereabouts ho did not know and that he spent several 
years looking for then, 

We believe that John camc to America about 1750 and lended av Philadcl- 
phia (S), wnich wae then a major port of ontry, le tren locnted somewhere in 
the country adjacent to Gernantowm, where there wero muny ot:er Scottish people, 
it is traditional thet John marricd a ilarenret ticCov 3) 5 wero died shérily 
after the birth of a son, 2nd that the son dicd at the age of oicht (13). It 
is ametter of record, hovevcr, that a John Waddell ond Mary '’cCroney (21) were 
marriod at tho First Presbyterian Church in Philadelyhia on Dec. 31, 1761, and 
that the will of Jeen leCronie, probated in 1769 at Philadelphia, normed John 

Vaddell as 2 Legatce (22), One authority believes that this wos our John and 
that Jean Lictebiicearn’ his former mother-in-lLav, 

After 1763 Joln Wadeoll nerbied Rachel uee, wo lived in the country 
between Gernantown and Hors! 1om, in Horsham Tovns*ip of i‘ontgonery County,

fo our Imowledgc, this statement has rever been documented, alt ough 


there are erguncnts both for and against the truth of it, which will be 
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discussed in a skotch of tic Qvee fonily weich follows, It nirhi be apnron= 
rinte to say at this time, however, that the imtigrent herd of the Rittcnkouse 
fomily in Ancrica was Wilhcln Rittcnhouse (24), 2 German nobleman ito was the 
first paper maker in Amorica and had a plant on the Echulkyl River, It is 
said that, becouse this family contained strains of peeeeodin y atl thie royel 
blood of Europe, one of the forcbesrs was knigtted and the House of Kni¢-ts 
(Rittenhous) ercaicd, (22) 

Anothcr fact thet is capproprintely mentioned here is that thie nme vas 
definitely iicQuece (possible vatbiants: licKee, ‘‘eGec, ete.) and that in America 
the lic wes dropped, the nane being Qucc, (25) 

John end Rachel coutinucd to live in Pennsylvania until shout 1769 or 
1770, It was hero that John, Jr., Seth Cuce and Nester were born, 
hint of the place of residence, So assunc that they nay have stayed at the 
big stone house with Rachel's parents, (26) alt-ough tris is sheer conjccturo. 
They left Pennsylvanian end were located in Teliimore County, Yarrlond on May 
11, 1771, when Charles R. was born. (27), Tror: ti.ere’ the family moved to 
York District in South Carolina and scitled on what is believed to have been 
Bullock Creek, whero Sarmcl David Waddoll was born in 1773, rom t ere thoy 
went back to Burke County, “orth Cnrolina for a short tine and then in 1775 
went on to settle in what is now Wnshington County, Tennessee, weich was at 
that time believed to be in Virginia but wrs actually in North Cerolina, (11) 

John and Rachel cettled on the Neliciuelsyy River a short distance fron 
the present Greene Coumty line, (8). ‘This was lnown as one of tho Uatruga 
settlements and was located in the Jacob Zrown pvrchinse, ead olti-ourgh tra- 
dition hes it that John accuired 140 acres directly from the Indinns at a 
cost of one flint-lock rifle on¢ ea calico dress, Tis was in wrat was krown 
as tho "Little Bond of the Nolichucky," the “arm being on the south side of 
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the river and filling about one helf of the horse-shoc bend, (2%), ‘The old 
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house has long since disappeared but it is said to have been located just 
west of the present farm house adjacent to the river cro: sing known as 
Broyle's Tord. (29). ‘There is a small graveyard on a small knoll 100 yards 
west of the bouse which contains six groves marked with field sione, One 
only bears an inscription, indicating that it is the grave of Elbert 1., son 
of Jonathan ond Hannah (Greonway) Waddell. (29). 

Ve have descriptions of the farm before wo visited the nlace ir 1937 2nd 
trese are so vivid we will quote then ere. John Sevier Waddell (") cays, 
"Tt is one of the finest places or tracts of land for the size of it that I 
ever scw. Jlis house was on one of the finest building es on carth, being 
in 2 bend of the river resomkling 2 horse-s!:oc in shape, with a fino view of

one of the svurs of the Alleghaney tountains called the Dig Butte, about 12 
viles south-east, just for enough to look blue and rather smooth,"

children lived with thom at different times, It is lmow that Abby (Atienil) 
and her husband were living with John at the tine of his death, Since Rebecer 
Sevier Waddell died in 1799, her daughter, Sarah, rnd sow, Mavicins went to 
live with the grand parents who latter changed the son's name to Jom Cevier 
Waddell (31) and thcreby confused numerous gencalorgicts, 

Shortly after John and Rachel settled here ebO Indians becane quite 
troublesome, In spite of treaties ond o11 of that, which the Indisns probably 
id not understand anyway, the fact romvined that the wiites had usurped the 
Indians! hunting grounds and had settled themsclves across the great var trails, 
interfering with raids of northern Indians on southern Tndions and vice versa, 
thus inviting trouble, When the Revolution got well wnder war, Pritish gents 
went snong the Cherokees ond stirred tom up against the settlers, B3y incite 
ing the Indcinns to attack, they honed to draw off sone of Was ington's vroops 
for defense end ease the British army task salons the coasi, 

fhe settlers not this threat by building rumcrous snoall forts or out - 
posts ond garrisoned these with local militia. (27). In addition, they mado 
several punitive expeditions into tc Indian cowmtry rwnc leid waste sone 
Indian villages, One of those smell forts was located 11 the jwmevion of big 
Limestone Creck (32) and the Nolichuelcy River 2 few miles Aownestrean fron 
John's farn or the Provie's Ford, It was referred to as Tort Lee «nd again 
as Fort Gillisipe (27) and wrs attacked 2% lorst onee (31) by tho Cherokee 
Indians, 

At first John, and later at least the three older sons (33), took nart 

in these military canmnaigns against the Indians, John, Jr.'s service began 
at tie age of 12, (“%e says tiat he was very largo for tis ge) ween he sub- 
stituted for »is father in one of the drefts (27), Ue lester campaiged quite 


extensively, Soth, likewise, fought the Indians ond secried to cordially 


dislike then (34). Seth was accused of shooting Indinns betweon wors, 
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but his innocence in this matter was sioutly defended by the Governor of his 
State (35), Seth, like other settiers, eleeted for diplomatic roncons io 
ocensionelly feed and entertain Indians in his own hone and an interesting 
incident has been recorded concerning the visit of an Indinn Chief in his 
hone (36). Charles R. served quite a bit of time in the militia, became a 
licutenent and was nade a quartermaster (37). 

John fought in only one battle against the Pritish in the Revolution, 
that being at Kings Mountain in 1760 (3), where the Pritish lerder, Colonel 
Ferguson, was defeated (S), John cerved under Colonel Jo*n Sevier, of the 
Vateaugsa Settlenents, This service has been recognized (Fines Uountain ien - 
Py %. K. White) (14) and renders his female descerdents cligitle to --erber- 
ship in the Devghters of the Americen Revolution, 

It ic appropriate to mention here thet another Jovn Uacdell (34) (<pell- 
ed Waddle on the aoplicotion for pension mado by his wife, Phoe’c) also 
foug:t at Kings liountein, according to her petition, However, he vas not 
known to be related to our John, He scens to heave been fron the Vad“ells of 
Augusta County, Virginia, although he -lso moved to the State of Tennescee. (34) 

John and Rachel were Presbyterians of the old school and te fanily ws 
brought up under this inflvence. John, Jr. having been trained for the minis- 
try. Old Samicl Dock, their pastor, was one of the teachers in Washington 
College. 

It is seid that John could hardly spenk or write Inglish, being of Grclic 
origin, but be had a strong interest in education, He, with Colonel John 
Sovier, was appointed to collect subscriptions for the starting of ‘iartin's 
Acsdemy in 1755 (9), said to have been the first school of higher cducation 
west of the Alleghanics, It was the predecessor of the present Wrsington 
College, of which John was nade a trustee in 1795, In 1°43 (37) David Shields 


(Rachel, Jr.'s hushend) describes Washington College as ""4 feet long, 34 fec* 
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wide snd four stories trigh, AQ] built out of Erick snd co:mmletely Pinished 
inside with 3 professors snd 65 students collected from the fovr vines." (35) 

John must have boen interested in affsirs of State 1s snplicd to tre 
settlenonts, We find “is name on 2 certain petition to North Caroling on Juiz 
5 1776, (11). Ne was 2 friond of Gereral John Sevier, Covernor of the’ path= 
etic State of Franklin, and later first Governor of te State of Tennersec, 
sevier's journcls mekes severnl referoncos to “is baving stnyed for the night 
at ir. Weddell's (10). <A footnote says "The Waddolle lived xt DProvle's Ford 
sone eight or ten miles down stream from the Sevier frrn." Tris bond of 
friendship ws strengthened by the marringe of Jom, Jr. nd the Governor's 
daughter, Rebecca,

D. Charles Robertson Waddell - born in Bralvinore County, Uerylird, in 
L771 and norried liargeret King in Zast Tesnessco; reneved to 
leDonough County, Illinois, where he died in 1°56, ‘They hrd seven 
children,

Your writer has a photostatic copy of the same which is written 
in a fine copper plate hand with numerous ornamental flourishes 
resembles an engraving. It is not known whether it is in the hand 
of the John “addell mentioned, or if this John is the son or grandson 
of the immigrant. It is known that he reared John Sevier Waddell, 
son of John Jr.

The wreath under the crest is of blue and gold. 


Notes: The family was of ancient Scotch origin. In the 
Sixteenth Century the arms was borne with the checks of 
the saltire gold and black, the buckles gold. Branches 
are settled in Scotland and Ireland. The name is spelled 
Waddell and Waddill in A merica and occasionally Waddle 
and Vadle. 
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
